. The Jig-Saw Puzzle Of Life. 


Have you participated in the prevailing rage or fad of these latter days 
of the depression.—the jig-saw puzzle? 

If so, what did you get out of it? A few idle hours of lazy enjoyment as 
you sorted out the many and varigated colored pieces, cut in all their fantas- 
tic shapes, and sought to fit them together? Is that all you got for your 
money, your time, your intent concentration? If so, it was largely waste, and 
you would have been better @mployed in reading, or some light occupation, 
or even lying down in quiet and complete-relaxation. 

Or did you, as your fingers played with the fascinating bits of colored 
cardboard and you pieced them together until out of a jumble of colors the 
design of the artist began to emerge into a thing ‘of beauty, allow your 
thoughts full sway, and even study your own reactions to the comparatively 
idle task in which you were engaged? 

For example, as hour after hour slipped by while you selected this piece 
and that and manoeuvred them about the table, endeavoring to make them 
fit where it seemed they ought to fit, but would not, did you become more 
and more impatient, or were you actually and truly developing what has 
become to many people,—the lost art of patience? The question is: Did 
indulgence in this jig-saw pastime strengthen or weaken your will power to 
cope with the real. puzzles which life itself presents? 


Did working over the jig-saw suggest anything else to you? Did your 
employment in this form of recreation for tired bodies ahd troubled minds, 
tead to more serious thought, to a contemplation of the complications of life, 
the consolations of life, and, as you finally solved the puzzle, the rewards 
and the beauty of life? Did you pause in contemplation.of your own life, and 
give some heed to the pattern you were weaving out of the many pieces 
under your control to make it a thing of beauty, or mar it with ugliness? 

A well known authoress, writing in the current issue of a popular 
magazine, tells how she spent most of the night working over one of these | 
intricate jig-saw puzzles. As she worked well into the small hours, the pat- 
tern of the puzzle continued to elude all her efforts; she could not make the 
design come together; it persistently lacked both coherence and purpose. She 
became discouraged as the hours went by, growing both impatient and in- 
accurate, until, at last, in extreme desperation, she laid one improbable piece 
against the other one, and brushed aside those sections she had nearly 
completed. 

Having almost given up hope of successfully solving the puzzle, she saw 
a certain inoffensive fragment off to one side of the table. It was a tiny 
piece, and yet, when she had fitted it into the puzzle, her difficulties suddenly 
vanished. For that tiny fragment held the necessary clue to the puzzle’s 
color and line. Set in its place, the pattern became clear and the design 
stood out in bold, brave fashion. In fact, in a very short time the jig-saw 
puzzle had ceased to be a puzzle; it had become a picture. 

Surveying the finished picture, this authoress said to herself: “Life is 
pretty much this way. It is a mass of irregular, jagged pieces until we are 
able to find the secret of it. It seems absolutely without meaning until we've 
located the key piece.” 

The key piece—it is all important whether in working out the solution 
of a jig-saw puzzle of that still more intricate pattern of our lives. As the 
lady we have quoted further says, many of us work doggedly through the 
tong darkness over the jig-saw puzzle called life. Often our profitless labor 
carries us well into the dawn, until we meet that hour when vitality is at 
its lowest ebb. We are prone at this time to grow confused and inaccurate, 
tearing up the bits that we have put in order, trying to fit impossible sec- 
tions together in a foolish manner. 

This is a dangerous period in our lives,—in the lives not only of individ- 
uals, but of communities and states. It is then we are inclined to engage in 
rash experiments, to forsake all the groundwork and experience of the past. 
We do not always realize that we are discouraged and confused because the 
key piece is missing. But it is there, and invariably, even though that piece 
has long eluded us, we will find it—if we have patience and vision. It is not 
the part of wisdom to destroy the whole picture, but to continue to hunt 
for the missing piece,—the key piece,—that will serve to point out where 
other pieces have been misplacd, where additional pieces should be placed, 
until the whole stands out strong and splendidly completed. 

And here is the greatest and kindest truth in the whole world,—the key 
piece is usually a little thing that lies close at hand! This is true in a jig-saw | 
puzzle employed to pass an idle hour; it is true of the key-stone of a great 
and beautiful building; it is true in life itself no matter how complicated and 
tangled it may seem. |

Better Broadcasting Service 


Major Murry Compares British and 
American Systems 

Public service broadcasting under 
remote government control has many 
advantages over programmes spon- 
sored by advertisers, in the opinion of 
Major W. E. Gladstone Murray, of the 
British Broadcasting commission, 
who addressed the Canadian Club in 
Montreal. 

Comparing United States and Bri- 
tish broadcasting, he found the best 
programmes in the States were equal 
to the best British broadcasts, but 
owing to the difficulties to be con- 
tended with in the United States, 
their average programme was not as 
good as the average British pro- 
gramme. 

One of the principal difficulties on 
this continent was that they did not 
have, as in the case of the British 
system, a definite and adequate re- 
venue, leaving them free to consider 
no interests but those of the listener. 
The British commission was not tied 
up in any way with commercial in- 
terests, ‘whereas in the States they 
have to consider the advertiser all 
the time.”’ That was his main reason 
for thinking the public service sys- 
tem was better. 

He considered the essentials of a 
good broadcasting service, first, that 
it should be organized for, public ser- 
vice and as a public service;. secondly, 
that priority of entertainment in pro- 
grammes should be recognized. 

He looked forward to development 
of interchanges of programmes be- 
tween different parts of the Empire, 
leading later, perhaps, to internation- 
al exchanges. 

Interchanges of folk-song  pro- 
grammes and such broadcasts as 
wolild show the characteristics of a 
people would be of great imperial and 
international value, he said.

Speakers In Edmonton, Saskatoon 
and Winnipeg In Consecutive 
: Discourse 

The recent radio debate between 
representatives of the University of 
Alberta and the University of Mani- 
toba was the first in local history and 
the third in a series. It was unique 
in that the public, listening in, heard 
speakers in Edmonton, Winntpeg and 
Saskatoon, in consecutive discource, 
without a hitch or mechanical diffi- 
culty.

H. G. L. Strange, director of. the re- 
search department of the Searle 


‘Grain Co,, Ltd. Winnipeg, who re- 


cently. addressed a meeting of the 
general membership of the Regina 
Boatd of Trade. 


Major Strange presented many 
striking statistics to indicate wheat 
should climb to 67 cents at country 
elevators as the surplus disappears. 

Major Strange based his contention 
of the all-time price level having been 
reached “on the fact that what is 
occurring today occurred following 
wars of other years,” and also oi the 
report that, the index mumber of 
wholesale prices rose from 63.6 in 
February to 64.4 in March, according 
to a statement issued by the Domin- 
fon Bureau of Statistics. 

Displaying a chart showing 500 
years of wheat prices, collected by 
George Broomhall, eminent wheat 
statistician of Liverpool, England, the 
speaker sa'd it could be noticed the 
price of wheat was ever fluctuating 
as it marched through time, but at 
three periods from 1400. to the pres- 
sent ,the price fluctuated very vio- 
lently, both up and‘ down, in periods 
corresponding to the three great 
world-wide wars—the 30 years’ war 
in Germany, the Napoleonic wars and 
the recent World War—each of them 
over 100 years apart. 

“The length of time these fluctua- 
tions have taken to rise and fall 
have been substantially the same dur- 
ing each of the three wars .Rrom the 
high price of wheat in the 30 years’ 
war in Germany to the bottom of the 
decline was 11 years, in the Napo- 
leonic wars it was 10 and one-half 
years, and in the autumn of 1931, the 
eleventh year after the high price of 
wheat in the Great War, the decline 
was arrested in British sterling at 
Liverpool,” the speaker said. 

.The price of wheat will rise at the 
country elevator two or three cents 
as the pound and dollar come closer 
together, Major Strange continued, 
adding that 10 cents should be the 
general commodity price level rise 
back up to the pre-war level. It would 
also rise to the extent of the addition- 
al- 26 cents a bushel, altogether to a 
price at the country elevator of 67 
cents, should the surplus entirely dis- 
appear, the speaker claimed. 

“I do not hesitate to.say,” Major 
Gtrange commented, ‘“‘that. all the 
economic forces ‘that implement 
{themselves upon wheat are tending 
to push back the price to the 1913-14 
level, but perhaps not higher.” 

Some of the “fallacies” people 
within the trade have felt obliged to 
oppose, the speaker said, were such 
as the wheat board, an excise tax on 
wheat for making bread in Canada, 
reduction of wheat acreage in Canada 
and other proposals to replace the 
present methods of handling and 
marketing grain in the Dominion. 

“The futures system of marketing 
has been, and is being, violently at- 
tacked by those who favor a wheat 
board,” the speaker continued, adding, 
“they carefully refrain, however, 
from explaining what a wheat board 
could do that the present system is 
not already doing. They speak vague- 
ly of differentiating between return- 
ing the world’s price of wheat and re- 
turning the world’s value of wheat. 
A distinction absolutely impossible 
to define, because they are one and 
the same thing as far as money is 
concerned.” 

Some stated the futures system of 
marketing had no interest in discov- 
ering new markets and that perhaps 
a wheat board or some other organiz- 
ation could do this, Major Strange 
continued. 

“The fact is today that there are 
Uterally hundreds at work exploring 
ever possible wheat market in the 
world to dispose of Canadian grain,” 
the speaker said, ‘‘all experienced 
men, who are continually extolling 
the virtues of Canadian grain and en- 
deavoring to promote its use. 

“Much has been said about un- 
tapped markets for wheat in China, 


This again is a fallacy,’ ‘the speaker | 


maintained. “The true facts are 
that China produces on the average 
twice as much wheat per year as 
does Canada, and in addition, four 
times the volume of rice 
do wheat in Canada, and that 430,- 
000,000 people in China consume more 
cereals in the form of'rice and wheat 
per head than do the people of Can- 
ada, so it is apparent there is not 
much evidence of starv:ng millions 
and of unlimited markets. AS a mat- 
ter of fact, people in China are as 
well fed as we are. Starvation only 


occurs in certain districts with no 
communication, that suffer from 
drouth and occasional great floods. 


“It is often forgotten that wheat | 


and other commodities can only be 
purchased by the people of a country 
in proportion that others are willing 


to purchase in turn their products or | 


the goods they manufacture,” 
Btrange added. ‘‘The Chinese mar- 
ket for wheat and other goods,

He called several times for 
the money and noted that each time 
the condition of the family seemed 
to be getting worse.

Higher Gold Premium Urged 


Otherwise Canada Is Likely To Lose 
New Mining Capital 

Fear that Canada might lose out 
in the competition for new mining 
capital was expressed by Richard 
Pearce editor of The Northern Miner, 
in addressing the Canadian Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgy at Toronto. 

“What I do fear is that Canada 
which pays the smallest premium for 
gold of any of the Empire countries, 
may lose out in the competition for 
new capital. Future developments in 
Empire currency might still further 
handicap Canada in this respect. 
Some of our gold-mining interests 
and many of our private mining in- 
terests have not hesitated to take 
their Cariadian-made money out of 
Canada and to invest it in gold min- 
ing elsewhere,” he said, declaring he 
believed this significant. 

He thought the move to have the 
Canadian dollar equalized with the 
pound sterling might well be con- 
sidered in order-to gain the advan- 
tage of the larger discount. Canadian 
gold fields must compete for capital 
for their development. Cap'tal was 
prone to go to the countries where 
the profit possibilities were most at- 
tractive. Australia, whose gold out- 
put had increased 50 per cent. had 
not hesitated to advertise that “no 
other part of the Empire enjoys any 
such valuable protection’ and that 
the peculiar attractions to gold in- 
vestments in other parts of the Em- 
pire could not compare with those of- 
fered by Australia where gold recent- 
ly sold for approximately $25 an 
ounce. 

“London's wide interest in South 
African, Australian and Indian gold 
shares and its small interest in 
Canadian might well be traced in 
part to disparity in exchange profits,” 
Mr. Pearce declared.

A Nis Prciuay ' For SprowRtng 
Grain To Turn It Quickly 


Into Fresh Fodder For Cattle 


A mew process for sprouting grain 
within a few days so ag to turn it into 
fresh fodder for cattle has been 
brought to the attention of German 
| Soren experts by Dr. Spangenberg, 

who believes that it wil) revolutionize 
cattle breeding by permitting indus- 
trial manufacturing of fodder. 

The new process proposed by Dr. 
Spangenberg and recently tested by 
the German Agricultural Society is 
briefly as follows: The grain that is 
to be sprouted is spread upon large 
perforated fron sheets or riddles in a 
layer of about one inch. The riddles 
in turn are placed into open wooden 
cases of the same size, so that they 
are resting in the middle of the cases. 
By pouring a liquid over the grain 
at regular intervals a rich growth 
of light green sprouts is produced 
which may be harvested after ten 
to fifteen days, when they have grown 
to a height of about ten inches. 

Dr. Spangenberg did not reveal tha 
nature of the liquid used in his experi- 
ments and to which he attributes an 
especially quick growth of the sprouts 
and their—according to him—abnor- 
mally high nutritive value. Authorit- 
jes on seed sprouting of the German 
Agricultural Society believe that this 
liquid is composed of phosphoric acid, 
potassium nitrate, potash and lime. 

Similar mixtures have already been 
used for some time in experiments 
of this kind by the society. When 
testing the liquid applied by Dr. 
Spangenberg, the experts of the so- 
ciety applied at the same time their 
own mixture as well as pure water 
to other riddles, filled with grain. It 
was found that, as to the rapidity of 
growth, there was not much -differ- 
ence in the three cases. 

The great advantage of this process 
is that it enables the farmer to intro- 
duce some variety into the menu of 
the cattle, especially in Winter, when 
no fresh fodder is available. It, more- 
over, seems to have a beneficial effect 
on the milk production. Dr. Spangen- 
berg maintains that tests in Luebeck 
have shown recently an increase of 
the milk production by 18 to 22 per 
cent. after feeding sprouts instead of 
grain only. Experts of the agricul- 
tural society, however, expressed 
some doubt as to the feasibility of 
fattening cattle, hogs and other ani- 
mals by feeding them these sprouts. 
This, they declared, could’ be 
| achieved only at much greater cost, 
| which, in view of the relatively sma‘) 

value of fresh meat, would not pay. 
The reason why it would be more ex- 
| pensive to fatten cattle by feeafhg 
| them sprouts than by feeding them 
ordinary grain is simple. Quite aside 
from the cost of the liquid used to 
sprout grain, the process of sprouting 
|leads to a loss of nutritive valuc, 
|caused by the lack of sunlight and 
the resulting inability of the sprouts 
to accumulate carbureted hydrogen. 
\Instead, the sprouts, biologically 
| speaking, do nothing but accumulate 
| water, which builds up a larger body 
compared to the small grain out of 
which it is developed. The carbur- 
eted hydrogen contained in various 
forms in the grain are broken up by 
the sprout in the process of growing, 
and while the hydrogen is retained 
the carbon parts are emitted by the 
leaves in the form of carbonic acid. 

The sprouts are therefore of real 
value chiefly to chicken farms and 
dairies where a permanent supply of 
fresh, green fodder is desirable and 
where the high value of the product 
warrants the additional expense, it is 
pointed out by farm experts. The 
sprouts, if harvested at the right 
time, represent an excellent fodder. 
According to Dr. Epangenberg, the 
cost of 220 pounds of sprouts pro- 
duced from about fifty-five pounds of 
grain is little more than 20 cents.

Dr. Charles G. Abbot, secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

Dr. Abbot already has had some 
guccess as a predictor of the sun’s 
“weather.” In 1930 he forecast two 
warm years on the sun, which in gen- 
eral has been fulfilled. Measurements 
have shown the sun has been giving 
out considerably more heat than nor- 
mal since then. 

Dr. Abbot’s prediction is based on 
long study of periodical rises and 
falls in the sun's heat.

Recipes For This Week 


(By Betty Barclay)’ 


CHOCOLATE PRUNE CAKE 


2 cups cooked prunes, 
1% cups granulated sugar. 

% cup’shortening. 

2 1-ounce squares bitter chocplate. 

8 eggs. 
flour (pastry or cake). 

teaspoons baking powder. 

% teaspoon soda. 

4% teaspoon salt. 

1 cup milk. 
1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Remove pits from prunes and cut 
prunes into small pieces. Cream sugar 
with shortening, Melt chocolate over 
hot water and ‘add to creamed mix- 
ture; mix, add well beaten eggs and 
mix again. Sift flour with » baking 
powder, soda and salt and add alter- 
nately with the milk, a small amount 
at a time. Add prunes and vanilla 
and beat thoroughly. Pour into three 
greased cake tins and bake 25 to 80 
minutes in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees Fahrenheit). Put layers togeth- 
er and spread top and sides with 
chocolate butter frosting.

Protection For ’Planes 


Ice Umbrella Will Shield Hub Of the 
Propeller 

An ice umbrella for propeller hubs, 

a device said to overcome the last re- 


“ maining ice peril for aeroplanes, was 


announced at Cornell University. 

This umbrella shields the hub of 
the propeller. 

The danger is not from the ice on 
or directly in front of the hub, but the 
danger is from the ice spreading in 
both directions outward along the 
whirling blades. :

of St. Michael Bassis-Law. The little 
twisting lanes ‘of old London run 
winding between huge blocks of offi- 
ces instead of hedges, and have noth- 
ing of the country about them save 
their names—Ivy Lane, Love Lane, 
Rosemary Lane. But as they run now, 
so they ran before the Great Fire, 
when perhaps there were apple trees 
in Sweet Apple Court and __iilies 
blooming in Lillypot Lane. 


Celebrating Its Jubilee 


Alexandra Club Was Started In Lon- 
don By Women 
The Alexandra Club, oldest of wo- 
men’s clubs in London, is. about to 
celebrate its jubilee. It was launched 
in a day when women of good social 
position could not stay at hotels un- 
less they were formidably chaperon- 
ed. As to eating a meal in the public 
dining-room of an hotel or restaurant 
in 1883, it was simply not done by 
“gentlewomen.” The Alexandra Club 
was started by a bold band of pion- 
eers, who were irked by those restric- 
tions.-So carefully was it conducted 
that no man was allowed to enter 
the premises. To this day men are 
only tolerated at teatime.

Wheat Exports 


New Impetus To Canadian Exports 
Is Now Expected 

The absorption of Southern Hemis- 
phere wheat by importers within a 
short time is expected to give a new 
impetus to Canadian exports, accord- 
ing to the report of the statistic de- 
partment of the board of grain com- 
missioners, on the movement of west- 
ern Canadian grain crops for March. 
However, a drop in estimates of re- 
quirements for the season will possi- 
bly affect shipments from Canada. 
The reports follows: 

A very, slight. increase is recorded 
in the volume of export clearances of 
Canadian wheat during the month of 
March, as compared with February. 
The totals being 15,400,345 bushels 
and 14,078,837 bushels, respectively. 
The export demand for Canadian 
wheat has fully reflected the dullness 
usual at this time of the year. Euro- 
pean importers having abundant sup- 
plies of Argentine and Australian 
wheat arriving. A somewhat large 
proportion of Argentine shipments 
were unsold at time of loading due to 
shippers having chartered ocean tcn- 
nage intended for heavier shipments 
of maize than were actually available 
in February, the space having to be 
utilized for wheat instead. As these 
supplies are absorbed by importers, 
the export market is expected to 
show a decided improvement. 

Bince the issuance of the last re- 
port, Mr. Broomhall’s revised esti- 
mates of importers’ requirements for 
this season have been received. -The 
new total is 40 million bushels lower 
—664 instead of 704—and a corres- 
ponding reduction is made in the 
prospective shipments from Canada. 
The only other changes are an addi- 
tion to eight million bushels to antici- 
pated shipments from Australia and _ 
@ corresponding reduction of the total 
from the U.S.A.

So far as the introduction of Loch 
Leven trout in the Cypress Hills dis- 
trict is concerned, the Fish Culture 
Branch of the Fisheries Department 
made.its first ‘‘planting” in 1924 when 
fingerlings from the hatchery at 
Banff were set free in Frerichman’s 
River. Other plantings were made in 
1925, 1926, and 1929. All told, about 
876,000 fry and fingerlings were put 
into the river and as it has a number 
of tributaries the young fish made 
their way to different waters in the 
district. 

They thrived, too, for while the 10- 
pounder is the biggest so far caught, 
other trout taken by anglers in this 
area in recent summers have been of 
good size. Incidentally, it may be 
noted that a 10-pound fish is several 
times as large as the average Loch 
Leven trout taken in Scotland, the 
original home of this species of fish.

Making Industrial Alcohol’ 

Action by the Department of Agri- 
culture with a view to the use of 
surplus grain, principally wheat, for 
the manufacture of industrial alcohol 
was urged in the House of Commons. 
The department, said G. G. Coote, 
(U.F.A., Macleod), when pressing the 
matter should make a careful en- 
quiry into the feasibility of early ac- 
tion in this direction. 

With a mixture of 15 to 20 per 
cent industrial alcoho! and the bal- 
ance composed of gasoline, a motor 
spirit fuel could be produced.

"An Unenviable Record 


United States Has Highest Murder 
Rate In World 

The United States still leads the 

civilized world in the number of mur- 


ders per year, according to Dr. Fred- 


erick Hoffman, statistician, whose 
survey, based on homicide records 
from 180 cities, is published in—-the 
Spectator, an insurance periodical, 
The rate for the United States in 
1932 was 10.8 homicides per 100,000 
of population. 

“Human life was never so cheap 
and insecure in the United States 
as it is at the present time,” writes 
Dr. Hoffman, “and murder is de- 
cidedly more common in the coun- 
try than in any other country of 
the world which makes a claim of 
being civilized. It is also the la- 
mentable truth that crime and pun- 
ishment in this country often lie far 
apart.” 4 

He noted that the rate for Eng- 
land and Wales in 1931 was 0.5 per 
100,000 of population. He pointed out 
that of seventy-six deaths of males 
by homicide in these countries in 
1931, firearms were used in but six 
cases, as compared with 66 per cent. 
in the United States. 

Dr. Hoffman cited the shooting of 
Mayor Cermak of Chicago and the 
narrow escape of President Roosevelt 
as instances of the case with which 
the means of murder can be acquired. 

“Murder more than ever,” he 
wrote, “is becoming an ingenious art, 
if not a trade, in this country and 
the number of murderers at large 
must be quite considerable.”

Dry For Many Years 


Old Deed Bars Sale Of Liquor In 
Pennsylvania Town 

A city of nearly 12,000 people, Van- 
dergrift, Pennsylvania, may be des- 
tined to remain dry for the next six- 
ty-two years. Even if the Eighteenth 
Amendment is repealed. The city was 
founded in 1896 on land deeded to 
the Vandergrift Land and Improve- 
ment Company by the old Apollo Iron 
and Steel Company. A provision of 
the deed is that “for a term of nine- 
ty-nine years from date no malt, vin- 
ous or spirituous liquors, shall be sold 
on this property.” Under its terms, 
property on which that clause is vio- 
lated would revert to the general 
owners. 


Branded Beef Sales 

For the month of February of this 
year the total amount of branded 
beef sold in Canada was 2,299,968 
pounds. This represents an advance 
of 750,410 pounds on the figure of 1,-

Much Tinkering 
With Former Acts

(Oalgary Herald) 


A synopsis of important acts pass- 
ed at the recent session of the Al- 
berta Legislature, prepared by the 
clerk of the executive council, has 
has been issued. The session began 
on February 9 and closed on April 
11, and the official summary deals 
with fifty nine pieces of legislation 
passed during that period. Of the 
fifty-nine, no less than forty-three 
were amending acts to former legis- 
lation. Of the legislation originating 
at this session, the major acts dealt 
with debt adjustment, borrowing 1 / 
school districts, unmzmployment —re- 
lief, track buyers” licensse, and high- 
way traffic regulations. Debt adjust- 
ment and the public utilities amend- 
ment bil, which in its original form 
proposed to confer extraordinary pow- 
ers on the board of public utilities, 
aroused the greatest amount of con- 
troversy, and, in both cases public 
opinion compelled the government to 
agree to serious modification of the 
original drafts. These two bills in 
the form they were introduced to the 
house indicated that  ineufficient 
thougl:: had beep devoted to their 
preparation, and in consequence the 
discussions took up more time than 
should have been necessary. 

Although the session is but a few 
weeks away, the courts are to be 
asked to define what the legislators 
meant by the expression, ‘‘bonafide 
farmer,’’ as it is used in the Debt 
Adjustment Act. This impies a lax- 
ity on the part of the legislators 
which st:Jould be condemned. The 
bill was discussed at tremendous 
length and yet as soon as it emerg- 
es its context is not clear. 

All of which adds a flavor of 
irony to the poetic dictum appearing 
on the front page of the official syn- 
opsig of legislation: 

““Twixt failure and success the
